Mementos 

Several  mementos  of  the  life  of 
Karl  G.  Maeser,  early  president 
of  Brigham  Young  Academy,  now 
BYU  have  been  given  to  BYU  by 
Mrs.  Eva  Maeser  Crandall  last 
living  child  of  Dr.  Maeser. 

Included  in  the  gift  are  two 
certificates,  several  pictures  and 
a manuscript  of  a pageant  writ- 
ten by  Mrs.  Crandall. 

One  of  the  certificates,  dated 
1870,  proclaims  Dr.  Maeser  as  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Trade 
Club  of  Meissen,  Germany  Meis- 
sen was  -the  educator’s  birthplace 
and  he  also  served  a mission  for 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

The  certificate  was  presented  to 
Dr.  Maeser  when  he  delivered  two 
lectures  before  the  group  on  the 
“Country  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake 
and  its  People.” 

An  appointment  of  Dr.  Maeser 
in  1897  by  Utah  Gov.  Heber  M. 
Wells  to  serve  on  a commission 
to  locate  a branch  of  the  State 
Normal  School  was  the  occasion 
of  the  second  certificate. 

Termed  “rare”  by  Hollis  Scott 
of  the  University  Archives,  one 
of  the  two  pictures  shows  stu- 
dents of  the  BY  Academy  posed 
in  front  of  the  old  ZCMI  ware- 
house, where  BY  Academy  was 
located. 

Pictured  in  the  second  rare 
photo  are  three  faculty  members 
who  taught  at  the  school  before 
the  turn  of  the  century.  Those  in 
the  picture  are  Dr.  James  E.  Tal- 
mage,  Joseph  B.  Keeler  and  Dr. 
Maeser. 

The  life  of  Martha  Smith  Har- 
ris, daughter  of  Hyrum  Smith,  is 
the  subject  of  the  pageant  manu- 
script written  by  Mrs.  Crandall.

For  a quick  Saturday  night 
supper  heat  1 to  2 tablespoons 
salad  oil  in  a large  skillet  and 
add  3 cup  sliced  onion  and  i 
clove  garlic,  minced.
